An educational 
drama series, from the British Broadcasting 
Company, that used the gimmick of a teenager 
and her mysterious, unusual grandfather who 
owned a time machine able to take them and 
their companions back to various famous 
places in long-gone ages.

Then, following a four-part prehistoric serial, 
writer Terry Nation changed the course of 
the new series by taking the Time And Rela- 
tive Dimensions In Space vehicle — the TAR- 
DIS — to the planet Skaro, where the passen- 
gers and the viewers would first meet the 
Daleks, science-fiction monsters such as the 
world had never seen. 

The appeal of the series became as wide 
as the universes its hero was to traverse, That 
hero became known as the Doctor, not Doc- 
tor Who, as the show’s title would imply. So 
remarkable is the concept of the Doctor that 
has emerged over the years that even the 
change in actor playing the role has not de- 
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was contemplating suicide,

the artwork finally tumed 
up, Dave reacted as if it was never missing.

Among the 
more Interesting revelations is 
Katz's claim to have raised about 
$62,000 for the Denver public ТУ 
station through ће DWFCA, 
Everyone interviewed by report- 
er Brian Donion had a feature film 
version of the Doctors adventures 
In his mind. Gary Berman of Crea- 
Hon Govemors, пс. the New 
York-based organization that pro- 
duces Who conventions around 
the country, said, “Nothing could 
be as hot as Doctor Who was two 
years ago. Tom Baker could have 
been a big star. There should have 
been a Doctor Who movie,” Actu- 
ally, Baker had already left the part 
in 1983, so the big star would have 
been Peter Davison. 
Nathan-Turner reiterated that 
“We have received various offers 
to make a Doctor Who movie 
which we are considering at this 
moment.” Nathan-Turner has al- 
ways insisted that any feature film 
starring a current Doctor might be 
a stumbling block. Peter Cushing 
took the role in the two mid-60s 
theatrical releases (Dr. Who and 
the Daleks and Daleks—Invasion 
Earth 2140 AD) because the dis- 
tributors insisted on a more recog- 
nizable star than William Hartnell. 
And what did this correspon- 
dent have to say on the subject? 
“The talk of a feature is enormous 
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апа that would signal a boom in 
popularity. If the feature does по! 
happen, | think we'll see a certain 
amount of attrition іп two or three 
years. But Doctor Who will never 
die completely.”

ANSWERING QUESTIONS 

This isn't really news, but № the 
only place ||| be able to respond 
to questions from readers, From 
here on in, éditor Jim Salicrup will 
pass your questions about articles 
ме written and items in this news 
column directly to me, to be an- 
swered here. 

A few Issues back, a reader 
asked (in the letter column) about 
my figuring on dates and such п “А 
Probable History of the Daleks,” 
particularly because my history 
was somewhat different from a 
similar article in Doctor Who 
Monthly some years back. 

My first guide to putting the 
Dalek stories in order was Jean- 
Marc Lofficiers Doctor Who Pro- 
gramme Guide, which includes 


the plots of all the DW adventures, 
and an outline of human history as 
presented on the series. Among 
the decisions | made on the basis 
of that work and my own viewing 
(and reading of the novels) was 
that “Genesis of the Daleks” oc- 
curred in the distant past. That was 
required because, by 2164 AD, the 
Daleks would have spaceflight (in 
that year, they invaded Earth), yet 
Skaro was almost destroyed in 
“Genesis.” Obviously at least 1000 
years would be necessary for any 
race, especially one without op- 
posable thumbs, to get up to the 
spaceflight stage of develop- 
ment. And remember, before the 
Doctors arrival, Davros and the Ka- 
leds did not believe in the exis- 
tence of extra-Skarosian life or the 
possibility of space travel. 

| also decided that, despite one 
being the sequel to the other, that 


“Planet of the Daleks” happened 
before “Frontier in Space,” with 
both the Doctor and the Daleks 
traveling through time. This | 
thought necessary because | be- 
lieve the Thals were wiped off the 
face of Skaro fairly early on, with 
the survivors escaping to settle 
other worlds, Certainly, Skaro is 
deserted by the time of “Destiny of 
the Daleks” with even the me- 
chanicals having abandoned the 
dead planet. 

Many other decisions about the 
chronological order of Dalek sto- 
ties (and of Cybermen adventures 
in a subsequent article) were 
made as a result of assumptions | 
made regarding development of 
the Daleks (or Cvbermens) tech- 
nology. Remember, the article was 
called a “probable” history— will 
accept reasoned arguments for 
other interpretations as being just 
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as valid as my own. Until the ВВС 
authorizes a definitive Dalek histo- 
гу, either on the series itself or in 
book form, one person's idea is just 
as good as anybody else’s, provid- 
ing it doesn't violate material from 
the show. (By the way, by putting 
“The Daleks” in the past, | unwit- 
tingly violated a comment from 
the Doctor in “The Edge of Destruc- 
tion,” in which he says the adven- 
ture on Skaro took place in lan 
and Barbara's future, | have to 
think the Doctor was mistaken— 
these Daleks are obvious primitive 
in comparison to those seen in 
more contemporary 20th and 21st 
century settings.

Now we turn to those evil beings 
and unfortunate monsters who 
made their first appearances with 
Jon Pertwee, Doctor Мо. 3 (always 
remembering that we are skip- 
ping over the Master, the Daleks, 
and the Cvbermen, all of whom 
have been covered in previous ar- 
ticles), 

The Third Doctor's first foes were 
also recurring ones: the Autons, 
plastic mannikins controlled by the 
alien Nestene Consciousness. In 
their first appearance ('Spear- 
head from Space,” January 1970), 
the Nestene is attempting to con- 
quer the Earth, naturally, They are 
defeated by the Doctor in his first 
adventure as UNITs scientific ad- 
viser. The Nestene returned a year 
later to foster “The Terror of the Au- 
tons” (January ‘74), a tale which 
also presents the first appearance 
of the Master, and his first attempt 
to team with others to destroy the 
Doctor. 

“The Silurians' (February-March 
‘70) are Earth's first intelligent 
beings, dinosaur-like creatures 
who have slept beneath the Earth 
since the end of the dinosaur era. 
Awakened by accident, they at- 
tempt to destroy mankind. Tricked 
back into hibernation, they are 
apparently destroyed by a UNIT 
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bomb.

The next Pertwee foe to make @ 
reappearance is Aggedor, the 
royal beast of the ruling house of 
the planet Peladon (Тһе Curse of 
Peladon,” January-February 72). In 
the Doctor's first meeting with it, he 
prevents the creature from killing 
the King (played by David 
Troughton, Patrick's son). The Doc- 
tor returned to Peladon to again 
face “The Monster of Peladon” 
(March-April 74), when it figured in 
an attempt to steal the planets 
mineral wealth. For more details 
on these stories, see Recurring Evils, 
Part | (the section about the Ice 
Warriors). 

Another renegade Time Lord 
showed up in “The Three Doctors” 
(December '72-Januarv 73) as the 
Time Lord High Council sends all 
three of the Doctor's incarnations 
into battle against Omega, a 
founder of the Time Lord race, 
now trapped behind a dimen- 
sional barrier. The three prevent 
the mad Omega, from destroying 
the universe. But he returns some 
nine years later, trying to use the 
“Arc of Infinity” (January 82) to gain 
entry to our dimension. This time, 
the Fifth Doctor, Tegan and Nyssa 
prevent his scheme. 

The last Pertwee foes to make a 
return engagement were the Son- 
tarans, introduced in “The Time 
Warrior” (December '73-Januarv 
174). In this adventure, the Doctor

and Sarah meet Linx, a Sontaran 
captain stranded on Earth in the 
medieval era. The Sontarans are 
at war with the Rutans, as thev 
have been for centuries. Linx is 
stealing 20th centurv scientists 
and technology in an attempt to 
repair his ship and escape the 
Earth. He is, of course, defeated bv 
the Doctor. Just over a vear later, 
the Fourth Doctor, Sarah and Har- 
гу inadvertently became part of 
“The Sontaran Experiment” (Febru- 
ary 75), when they arrive on Earth 
in the far future after solar flares 
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have depopulated the world, The 
Doctor finally meets the Son- 
tarans' great enemies, the Rutans, 
when a Rutan scout becomes the 
“Horror of Fang Rock” (September 
`77), when it crashlands near а Vic- 
torian lighthouse, Just six months 
later, the Sontarans use another 
race, the Vardans, to pull off “The 
Invasion of Time“ (February-March 
‘78), an attempt to take control of 
Gallifrey, homeworld of the Time 
Lords. Only the Doctor's quick 
thinking prevents that scheme. 
(The Sontarans return yet again in

© Time, but it was the Black 
Guardian who fomented “The Ar- 
mageddon Factor” (January-Feb- 
пагу 79), and caused the Doctor 
to re-scatter the Key segments to 
the four corners of the Universe. 

The Doctor would run into the 
Black Guardian again in his fifth 
Incarnation, when the evil being 
uses Turlough in a plot to kill the 
Time Lord, a scheme which lasted 
from “Mawdryn Undead” (Febru- 
ary ‘83) to “Enlightenment” (March 
'83), when the White Guardian de- 
feats his evil counterpart. 

The, evil force called the Mara 
threatens the kindly “Kinda” (Febru- 
ary 1982) of Deva Loka, and takes 
control of companion Tegan's 
mind, until forced to retreat by the 
cleverness of the Doctor. But the 
“Snakedance” (January '83) con- 
tinues a year later, as the Mara, no 
longer dormant within Tegan’s 
mind, forces her to send the TARDIS 
to Manusa, a planet once control- 
led by the Mara, and from which It 
can again create ап empire. Only 
the Doctor can stop it. 

Certainly, at least some of these 
villains and menaces will return in 
time, and others will make return 
appearances as well. As long as 
he travels through Time and 
Space, the Doctor will have en- 
emies to fight, challenges to ac- 
cept, and worlds to conquer.
